(National bank, was announced on 
the stock exchange today. The firm 
made an 'assignment to Prank Sulli- 
van Smith. The assignment 
was 


•without preferences. No statement of 
assets or liabilities was made with 
the assignment 


The failure was wrtihout apprecia- 


ble effect on t!he stbock maa-kerc, 


iFrank Sullivan 
Smith, the as- 


signee, reached the 'office of the firm 
shortly after 10 o'clock and at once 
assumed charge. He conferred witTi 
the members of the firm and began 
a systematic investigation of 
its 


books and impaired finances, Mr. 
Smith, promised to make pu'blic a 
statement later in tihe day. 


Frank S. Poor, partner 
in1 tlie 


Qiouse of marquan'd & Co., saad 1/toat 
Mr* Smith was in charge and tliat 
lie could say nothin'g 'about the af- 
fairs of the firm. The formal sus- 
pension of the firm created scarcely 
a rippflke of excitement. It has been 
anticipated, for the evenfts attendant 
upon the closing of <tlie Seventh <Iira- 
tional bank had let ia strong light 
puon the 'affairs of the firm, 


During 1ihe first fifteen minutes of 


trading on the stodk exchange the 
following transacitons were made tor

•of Marquand & Co. We have as yet 
'had no time to look over the situa- 
tion and lit will be several days De- 
fore a clear idea will be obtainaVe. 
Much depends upon the disposal of 
the securities, and particularly the 
inactive securities, held by the ftr-m. 
A general view <at ?tMs time gives <a 
very favorable impress-ion, but nat- 
urally the great question is as to t^e 
collateral (held by the house on its 
outstanding loans. 
I 'believe ths 


creditors of the firm will fare very 
well 
unlefes 
there is 
'a general 


slaughter in some of the fhm's se- 
curities. I cannot s*ay at this time 
anything as to the resumption of tlie 
firm. 
That will depend upon tlis 


developments of -the next few days. 
We will prepare a careful statement 
of the affairs of the firm, but I be- 
lieve it will take 'a couple of days 
to do it."

London,

38,—The royal 


proclamation announcing 
that the 


coronation of King l&dward is to take 
place in June next, the exact day not 
yet being determined upon, was read 
this morning at St. Jame^ palace, 
Temple bar and the Royal Exchange, 
•with all the quaint, medieval scenes 
which marked the occasion of the 
proclamation of the accession of the 
king. 
Today's ceremonial was un- 


heralded, so the crush was not so 
great as on the previous1 occasion, 
but crowds quiekly gathered from all 
directions and thronged the points at 
which the announcement was read. 
The ceremony began at St. James, 
where, from the purple-draiped bal- 
cony of the palace, the norroy king 
of arms (William Henry Weldon), in 
a brilliant uniform, accompanied by 
he heralds and pursuivants, in 
gorgeous tabards, and numerous state 
fficials, read the proclamation. 
'At the appointed hour four state 
numpeters, lavishly ad'orned in gold 
anferoidered tunics, appeared in front 
if the balcony. 
By their side stood 


<he norroy king of arms, flanked by 
two royal macers, bearing gold 
matees, and surrounded by the blue 
mantle (Gordon AmFbrose DeLisle). 
The rouge dra'gon (I/verarcl Green); 
he Somerset herald (Henry Farnh&m 
Burke); the Yorkshire herald (Ai- 
red Scott Scott-Oatty), and the 
Windsor herald (William Alexander 
lindsay), all in their^full official re- 
galia, and the Sto!* Marshal (The 
3uke of Norfolk); the lord steward 
(the 
earl of Psanibroke); the lord 


chamberlain (the earl of Clarendon), 
and others. 


The trumpeters sounded a protract- 


ed fanfare and then the norroy king 
of 'arms bared' his head and read the 
proclamation in a clear voice, >wfliich 
must have been audible to the royal 
party, occupying a 
stand on the 


grounds of Ma-rlborough. house, fac- 
ng the balcony of the palace. 


King Edward wore an admiral's 


uniform. 
Queen Alexandra and the 


others of the royal party, watched 
the ceremony with the greatest in- 
terest, the king using- field glasses 
to obtain a clearer view. 
As the 


norroy king of arms concluded with 
the words, "God save the king" the 
trumpeters again sounded, a fanfare, 
the king, in the meantime, standing 
at the salute, 


A procession was then formed. Led 


by a detachment of the horse guards, 
five royal carriages, containing the 
heralds, pursotants and other officials, 
proceeded to Temple bar and (Royal 
exchange, where the formalities, less 
picturesque perhaps, were repeated. 


Lord Mayor Greene and the sheriffs 


met the procession at Temple bar.

Much Harder. 


The work of redistricting the city 


and renumbering the houses has now 
been in progress uninterruptedly for 
five months and so far the work has, 
not yet got out of the city engineer's 
office. Those who imagined that aV 
that was necessary was to start 5r 
somewhere and go down a street anc 
tack on a new number, or that th* 
work of making a new plat, would b( 


the matter of only a couple of weeks 
work, would be surprised to see th< 
volume of figuring, draughting an* 
platting that has already been done 
and yet the job is not completed 
Owing to the irregularity of th 
streets and the irregular addition 
and surveys, the problem presente 
to the city engineer v/as a singularl; 
difficult one. For instance, the orig 
inal pla\t of the city was based on th 
canal and east and west streets paral 
leled it, while north and soutl 
streets crossed it at right angles 
Later the government stepped in an' 
gave Lewis sttreet as the base lin<- 
i unning due east and west, an' 
streets south of Lewis were thereaf te^ 
laid out according to the points oj 


the compass. This gives streets eas 
of Calhoun and north of Lewis a fev 
hundred numbers extra, while sev- 
eral 'hundred numbers on north an*- 
south streets west of Calhoun ant 
north of Lewis disappear altogethei 
To avoid confusion, the engineer ha' 
arranged it so the extra numbers wi1' 
not be diopiped altogether, until tlu 
Pittsburg and Wafoash crossings arc 
reached. £To. 101 on north and souitl 
streets will 'be the first number soutf 
of the Clinton street bridge, but there 
will never be any 101 South Calhoui 
stieet, as a direct east and west linr 
from 101 Clinton street would be on 
the noith side of the river.

The new system will occasion consid-

No statement of 
assets or liabilities was made with 
the assignment. 


The failure -was wftihout apprecia- 


ble effect on the stock market. 


•Prank Sullivan- Smith, the as- 


signee, reached -the office of the firm 
shortly after 10 o'clock and at once 
assumed charge. He conferred wifi 
the members of the firm and Tiegan 
a systematic investigation 
-of 
its 


books and impaired finances. Mr. 
Smith promised to make public a 
statement later in tihe d'ay.

•house of (Marquand & Co., said that 
BTr. Smith was in charge and that 
he could say nothin'g Aibout ifclie a-f- 
iairs of the firm. The formal sus- 
pension, of-the firm created scarcely 
a ripple of excitement.

coronation of King Edward is to take 
place in June next, the exact day not 
yet being determined upon, was read 
this morning at St. James palare, 
Temple bar and the Royal Exchange, 
with all the quaint, medieval scenea 
which marked1 the occasion of the 
proclamation of the accession of the 
king. 
Today's ceremonial was un-
